Tho harbvurage and seaboard ob- 
taind by pressing upon’ the north ro 
frontiers of China-would aloné suffice to 
worka radical change in the condition of 
any land which is not an absolute desert, 
andaccordingly we find an immense deve- 
lopment of Russian trade in Central Asia 
Bestles this, Russia is now possessed of a 
direst. wate coamunication with India, 
and thas by son as well as by land our 
Indian Empire is falling more within the 
dark shadow of Muscovite prestige. It ie 
evident, therefore, that Russia would have 
obtsined amplo rewards for her patient 
advance to the Pacific, even if the internal 
conditions of Siberia only admitted of a 
limited improvement. The fact that this is 
by ao nieans the case must be added to tho 
contiduration already adduced, for it is 
mote. than . probable that the future -of 
Siberia will furm a brilliant contrast to its 
past, If the oppirtunitics for commerce 
are found in combination with natural 
resources, nothing but most execrable 
misyoverament can permanently hinder 
therapid progress of a region sv favoured, 

TJu- obtain the requisite commercial aut- 
lotais, oa all experience. shows, the delibe- 
rate and unswerving ain of Russia, and 
from her own point of view at least’ she is 
in many instances amply justified in .this 
policy, provided that it be nat carried out, 
} as is too often the cave, in defiance of all 
inomlity, whether private or international, 
For Siberia ig a -country of. great natural 
advantages in mauy ways, although they 
have hitherto been unworked and .unwork- 
able, ‘The climate east of ‘the Yenisay is

95 miles long, connectod by steamboat na- 
vigation, or a continuous railway 255 miles 
long. Any two rich mon might, Mr.Stan- 
ley says, combine to build.such a:railway, 
and he will be surprised if it is uot set 
about before the end of this year, The 
comminercial instinct is strong in the people 
of the Congo basin—abnormally ‘strong, 
according to Mr Stanley.
